LONDON, October 26.—Chamberlain’s ad- 
dress to a small ticket meetingof Tories in 
London, shows at its worst the 
stress of the temper under which 
he is laboring. His want of tact was 
illustrated in his repetition of this argument: 
If Canada gives over Commercial Union with 
Great Britain, she will take the 
first step towards separation from 
,the Empire. He actually uses the 
prospects of the danger of separation 
inCanada as an argument agaiast home rule 
inIreland! He admits that Irish influence in 
America may be used against him, but de- 
clarea that the vast majority of the native 
Americans would resent any attempt to bring 
about a conflict between the two countries as 
acrime ofthe deepest dye. This exaggera- 
tion of language becomes more marked when 
he refersto Gladstone, defines the Notting- 
ham programme as phantasmagoric and ac- 
cuses Gladstone of alluring himself with the 
party of disorder, with the en- 
deavor to undermine the administration of 
law. He repudiates home rule aitogether and 
hints that so long as the Irish leaders will not 
accept his scheme for national councils they 
are to have nothing atall. He joins Harting- 
ton in asserting that the Unionists have no de- 
sire for a reunion with the Liberal party. 

THE PRESSURE ON SALISBURY. 

The pressure on Salisbury to take Lord Ran- 
dolph Charchill back into the ministry is in- 
creasing.

THE DEAD DYNAMITER. 

An inquest was held to-day on the body of 
dynamiter who died suddenly 
in South London. It was ascertained that the 
man had been known as Joseph Cohn. He 
been known by the name 
of Brown. He had lodged during 
the past four months in a house 
in Lambeth road. His landlady, whose name 
is King, testified that Cohn was an invalid and 
seldom went out. He received many visitors, 
all of whom she thought were Americans. He 
had suffered from bronchitis during the 
two weeks previous to his death. 
A friend who had been sitting with 
Cobn onthe 19th Inst., asked her to relieve 
him, and on her promising to do so, went out. 
Who he was, witness did not know. Witness 
went up stairs to Cohn’s room and found him 
dead. The body was still warm. Commissioner 
Monroe of the Detective Department, asked 
permission to examine the witnesses. He ex- 
plained that Cohn was believed to be an agent 
of the Clan-na-Gael Society, the head of 
which, Gen. Millen, was in London during the 
jubilee celebration.

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OFFICIAL FEARS 
THAT OUR WATER SUPPLY WILL BE CON 
TAMINATED BY CHICAGO. 


A Meeting to Consider the Problem to Be 
Held To-Morrew—The Delegates’ “Com- 
bine” Holds a Secret Session at Hilge- 
man’s House to Pian the Revolution in 
the House—The City’s Health—Municipal 
Matters. 


To-morrow a meeting of the Board of Publie 
Improvements will be held to discuss an invi- 
tation to visit Chicago for the purpose of 
studying the drainage of that city, which some 
of the engineers fear will contaminate the St. 
Louts water supply after the new wuter-way is 
constructed to the Illinois River. Chief 
Engineer Cooley of the Chicago Drainage Com- 
mission hag invited the Board to make the 
inspection. It is proposed to first examine 
the two outlets into the lake, and then to take 
a tug down the river to the Michigan & Lllinois 
Canal, and, traveling by day, to go down te 
La Salle, studying the degrees of contamina- 
tion as the Commission progresses. To de- 
termine positively the proportions will require 
scientific work. It is feared that this amount 
ofa city’s sewage passing into the Mississippi 
River through the Lllinois will affect the 
water. The necessity of settling this matter at 
present is on account of the proposed 
location ofthe new pumping station at the 
Chain of Rocks. Ifitshould appear after an 
examination thatthe fears are well founded 
the Chain of Rocks would have to be aban- 
doned, and the site ofthe proposed pumping 
station would probably be changed to some 
point on the Missouri River. Speaking of the 


proposed internal water-way from the lake to 
the Llilinois River Harbor Commissioner Mur- 
phy to-day said: 

‘*The question of Chicago sewage and drain- 
age is one but little understood by the people 
of St. Louls. Asa matter of absolute fact, 
nineteen-twentieths of the sewage of Chicago 
is sent on its direct way tothis city via the Lili- 
nols and Michigan Canal and the Illinois River. 
The one twentieth only is emptied into Lake 
Michigan. There are two sewer outlets 
that empty their contents into the 
lake, all the others empty into the Chicago 
River, and this in turn may its poison in 
the Liinois and Michigan Canal. he sewage 
that comes from the Chicago River is diluted 
by water pumped from Lake Michigaa in the 
proportion of about four and one-half to one, 
That is, in. plainer words, about forty 
thousand cubic feet of water er min- 
ute are pumped into the river and mix with 
the outflow into the exnal The new 
proposition is to pump 600,000 cubic feet 
of water per minute into the river and so di- 
lute the sewage imthe proport onof forty to 
one instead of four and one-half to one. It ts 
amatter of life and death with Caicago to get 
rid of the immense volume of sewage incident 
to so large a population and one that is rapid- — 
ly increasing. Thecity has no idea that the 
government will lend its uid toward bullding a 
ship canal from the lake to Joliet, but you 
may depend upon it the new canal will be 
built or the old one enlarged.’’ 

President Flad of the Board of Public Im- 
provements was asked his opinion on the 
danger of contaminating the supply of water 
drawn from the Mississippi for this city. He 
said: ‘‘i do not think there isany danger. Just 
now [am getting some facts together to show 
that the danger is entireiy imaginary. 

‘*During trip up the river on last Saturda 
Water Commissioner Holman took samples 0 
the water from several different points on the 
river, but no analysis has been made yet. I 
don’t think there is any necessity for an 
anulysis of the water, but am not prepared to 
make a statement to-day. I will submit my 
views to the Board to-morrow,’’

Twelve members of the House of Delegates 
‘*combine’’ met on Tuesday at Delegate Hilge- 
man’s oyster parior on Twelfth and Mont- 
gomery streets, to discuss plans for upsetting 


the organization of the House and dividing the 
spoils. In the meeting the statement was 
made openly that adelegate from one ofthe 
West End wards, who bas not been suspected 
of being in sympathy with this move- 
ment, has axreed to go in if he 
will be elected Speaker. Hilgeman 
waives his claims to this position, but 
wants the chairmanship of the Committee on 
Railroads. Pohiman, Waters and Gundlach 
are also named for places on this committee. 
The combine is getting tired of dickering with 
Noland, who demands the chairmanship 
of the Committee on Railroads and 
wants to name the new Speaker to 
succeed Banperman. Important legislation 
will be presented early in the next session and 
the members of the ‘‘combine’’ are anxious 
to or anize at once and wet ready for ‘‘buai- 
ness.’’ Delegate Ryan is nota hearty advo- 
cate of the new organization and cannot be 
counted on with any certainty. The meeting 
adjourned without accomplishing anything 
definite.

A Close Contest. 


BALTIMORE, Md., October 26.—The friends of 
the rival candidates for Mayoralty honors were 
in the field early this morning, and when the 
polis were opened long lines of anxious 
voters were in readiness to deposit their bal- 
lots. The day is cloudy and cold, but the 
fuil Strength of both tickeis is be- 
ing voted, and the contest scems 
remarkably close. Both sides seem corn- 
lident of victory. Some littie figiting is 
reported inthe southern section of the city, 
but nothing serious has yet occurred. No 
business bouses are closed, though merchants

Pre- 
Vious experience bus taught the reforiners 
that in the precincts described, but little pro- 
tection need be expected from the police, It 
is in these wards that most of the repeuting 
will be done, as 5,000 names of dead men still 
remain on the poll books.

As it 
Reform League agents who have a full list of 
the names, willhave to be depended on to 
preventtheir being voted on.

ILLEGALLY REGISTERED VOTERs. 

In addition tothe 5,000 names referred to 
ubove, it is estimated that there are still 3,000 
illegally registered names scattered over the 
Fourth, Teuth and Twelfth Wards, none of 
which,it is safe to say,will be voted,as at those 
wards there will be any number of determined 
citizens who have pledged themselves to see 
that a fair election is hvid. Latrobe's strong- 
ést hold is in the lower wards, in which he ex- 
pects 8,000 majority. West of the Falls he 
claims the Tenth, Thirteenth and Seventeenth 
Wards by majorities ranging from 400 to 900 in 
each. ‘The reformers, while they concede bim 
nothing, think thatthe action of Doc Slater, 
who runs the first three wards, in kniting the 
ring cundidates for the House of Dele- 
gates and the Council, will have iis 
effect on Latrobe. Then the apathy

Meeting This Afternoon of Resident Mem- 
bers of the Kepublican State (ommit- 
tee—Chairman Widdicoembe smarts the

It is now 
time thatother than the distinctively Repub- 
ican and Northern cities should be selected n 
which to hold Republican conventions. We 
propose to hold a meeting of the resident 
members of the State Committee, to wiiich 
prominent city Republicans have been 
invited, and then we wit discuss’ the 
meuns for securing theconveution.

The Creditors’ Suit in the Bankruptcy Case 
of Halstead, Haines & Co. 


NEW YORK, October 26.~—In July, 1884, the 
dry goods firm of Halstead, Haines & Co.

assignment to Lewis May for the benefit of the 


creditors, with preferences to the amount of

that on September 15the Chinese transport 
Walee was lost in Pescadores and 280 Chinese 
and five Europeans were drowned. The 
British bark Oxford was stranded on the 
Bataan coust September 19, but no  ILIlves 
were lost.

Loypon, October 246.—The Queen is expected 

to return to Windsor Castle on Saturday, No- 

vember 26. The Prince and Princess of Wales 


‘were to have entertained a large party at 


Sandringham the week after next, including 
the Duke of Cambridge, the Comte and 
Comtess de Paris. The usual county ball in 
celebration of the Prince’s birthday was to 
have been given in the hall on the 9th of Na 
vember, but all these arrangements have beer 
countermanded and there will be no guests 
there before November 28, and if the Princess 
be detained in Denmark for more than four 
weeks lounger, there will be no regular party 
till the Christmas week. Butthe Prince may 
possibly have a few men down to shoot. 

THE CZAR’'S CHATEAU AT ESROM. 

The Empefor of Russia has purchased a 
chateau on the shore of Lake Esrom, intending 
to make it the regular autumn resideuce of 
the tinperial family.

Mr. Booth Scores His Daily Triumph as 
Shylock—The Realistic as Opposed to the 
Idealistic Money-Lender—Mr. Barrett's

Society smiled on the two foremost trage- 
dians last evening. The Olympic fairly 
sparkled with jewels and was decked with 
pretty faces, gleaming necks and arms and 
dainty toilets. 

It was a serious question whether the attrac- 
tion was the player, the play or the audience, 
but nevertheless the attraction was potent 
and oncein the house each one received a 
Share of attention. The performance was 
given to a patter of gloved hands. In appear- 
ance and size it was the audience of the week. 

In many respects the selection of the play 
wasexcellentfor the night. Comedy spoils 
no complexions and reddens no eyes, so that 
the maidsand matrons could enjoy the per- 
formance thoroughly and keep their good 
looks. 

‘*The Morchant of Venice,’’ instead of being 
madeapart of a double bill, as iscommonly 
the custom, was given in its-entirety as a com- 


edy with the somber figure of Shylock only as 
apart important certainty of the whole, but 
not as the one only character ofthe play. Mr. 
Booth’s Shylock has been rated soundly asa 
low conception of the Jew, but I must confess 
to an admiration for it as a masterful plece 
of work and a trues ~portrait of the 
autbor’s creation. Mr. Booth gives a Shylock 
of the street, repulsive, greedy, heartiess, 
without athoughtabove his gold and his re- 
venge which, while it has apparent justifica- 
tion, is based mainly on thé tact that Antonio 
has crossed him in his schemes for gain and 
jloaned money at absurdly low rates of inter- 
est. While the poet puts some admirable ar- 
guments for charity toward his race and jus- 
tice and equality for all in his mouth, they are 
used in an evil way and what good effect they 
might bave is marred by ill designs, and an 
unnatural greed which puts the loss of his 
gold above the loss of his daughter and 
wishes her dead at bis fect with the mouey 
and fawels in reach. 

Thearreasy sensual, thoroughly animal face 
with he passion of greed stamped all over it, 
the afuffiing gait and soiled and careless gar- 
menfs of the Saw make up amanwho alienates 
the s¥mpathy of the audience despite his lonely 
battle and some real wrongs. Itis the real- 
istic and natural money-lender and not the 
idealistic type of the persecuted race that Mr. 
Booth gives. 

It is so finely Individual, distinctive and bold 
in its outlines and is drawn with such a 
wealth of artistic touches and magnificent 
skilithat it stands head and shoulders above 
any Shylock on the stage as a character sketch 
and a dramatic masterpicée. 

Irather wondered that Mr. Barrett should 
choose the mild and sentimental Bassanio 
rather than Gratiano, which is the richer part, 
but be invested the Venetian gentieman and 


_ lover with an interesting personality and a 


dignity and artistic tone which was admir- 
able. He gave the serious scenes quiet genu- 
ine feeling. 

Miss Minna K. Gale did her best work of the 
week as Portia. she was more natural in 
voice and action, and ehe treated several of 
the comedy scenes with vivacity.

A Circular Which the Evangelieal Alliance 
Dodged—The Methods To Be Used in 
Securing Petition sSignatures—Probable 
Result of an Election in St. Louis—Sup- 

port Claimed From the Knights of La- 

bor—An Election Likely To Be Asked 


lor. 


The Post-DISPATCH 


yesterday exclusively 
Rannounced that the 


Prohibitionists were 
for a vote on local option in 8t. Louis. As 
less than six thousand signatures are needed 
to make the petition effective, the propability 
of a petitioning movement being success- 
ful not by any meaps 
slight. For the present a great deal depends 
on the action of the ministers. In the other 
portions of the State where the fight for local 
option has raged hot the clergy often have 
been a powerful factorin securing a victory, 
and in many instances have given a unani- 
mous support to the Wood © local- 
option law. In St. Louts, how- 
ever, there are indications that 
it will be a dificult matter to gain as uniteda 
support from the ministers as has been secured 
In the country. That this doubt is well main- 
tained is shown vy the fact that a circular pre- 
pared for securing the signatures of the city 
clergy received very little encouragement, 
and has practically been hung up. This cir- 
cular was the offspring of the earn- 
nestness of several pastors who 
believed that the time had 
came for united action. These pastors, who 
numbered but four, signed the circular, and 
with these signatures the paper reached the 
Board of Counselors of the Evangelical Alli- 
ance. Instead of being signed by them and 
recommended to the Alliance, it was pushed 
aside and aresolution saying everything and 
meaning nothing was adopted by the Board 
and the Alliance. The reason why the 
ministers would not sign the circular 
was because they felt thatthey were carrying 


enough now in their regular church work, and 
could not assume such a large responsibility 
as the guaranteeing of signatures or money. 
The circular was worded as follows: 

THE CIRCULAR. 

BROTHER MINISTERS—An opportunity is 
here, which, sofar as we can sec, we may 
never bave again; that of placing on one side 
of a line those who favor prohibition, and are 
willing to vote for it, andon the other ali not 
included in this class. 

Hitherto, in trying to utilize and Increase the 
prohibition sentiment of the city, we have 
worked with an unknown quantity. Friends 
and enemies are aillke ignorant as to whether 
4,000 or 20,000 expresses the voting strength as 
opposed to the saloon. Ky a local option 
election held late in January or early in Feb- 
ruary, we shall move on the enemy with 
nothing to lose, and shall gather data, which 
will be a certain gain, while the definiteness of 
our purpose will insure an interest pro and 
con In the public meetings held, which a like 
effort without such a purpose, but with the 
same educational end in view, could not 
secure. 

Evena small Prohibition vote will have no 
depressing influence upon the outside 
counties, for they expect nothing better. 
Springfield would not have carried for pro- 
hibition if she had pottried.

Deering says he hasfound some preachers 
in the State who claim to be for temperance 
and against the saloons, but who dodge their 
responsibility on the pretext that it is a politi- 
cal question the pulpit may not properly 
touch. Thepreachers who take that position 
are invarjably surrounded by prominent 
churchmen who are opposed to the law and 
in fuvor of license, on account 
of revenue or political consid- 
erations. They are generally men of no 
very great influence over voters, and so do not 
stand in the way of the temperance workers. 
Deering asked a Sunday-school superintend- 
ent in a Southern county why he voted for lii- 
cense. After giving several reasons, Deering 
asked him: ‘‘vo you not want the liquor more 
than the lcense?’’ Being aroused by the 
question, he frankl said: ‘*‘Yes, I want 
whisky sold where an get it whenever I 
want it!’’ And that’s about the way the aver- 
age churchman who favors license feels about 
the matter. The most active and success(ul 
preachers are generally among the leaders in 
the local option campaigns.

TAXING LABOR, 
‘*The proper idea is totax property and 
“exemptlabor, because if aman has noth- 


| ‘*his very life-blood,’’ said ex-Senator

Remembering that taxes on consump- 
tion are taxes on labor, are paid chiefly by 
the toiling masses, and are the only prac- 
| tical devices for shifting the burden of 


‘taxes from property to labor, let us see 


how our present tariff stands the test of 
the Thurman axiom. 

That tami not only lays taxes on more 
than 4,000 articles, but taxes most heavily 
those of prime necessity in common use. 
The duty on scoured clothing-wool is 119 
per cent; on cleaned rice, 112 per cent; on 
common window-glass, 100 per cent; on 
sugar, 91 per cent; on common wool cloth 
not costing over 61 cents abroad, and on 
other woolen manufactures not costing 
over 80 cents per pound abroad, 91 per cent; 
on uncleaned rice, 71 per cent; on blankets 
costing 26 cents a pound, 73 per cent; on 
common flannels, from 70 to 75 per cent; 
on common woolen hosiery, 70 per cent; 
on spool thread, 55 percent, and so on 
through a list of 150 articles of necessity in 
common use, allof which are either ex- 
cluded by the bigh rate of duty, or the 
consumers of which pay on them a tax in 
no case less than 50 per cent of the cost 
abroad. Many of the 4,000 taxed articles 
are raw materials entering into our manu- 
factures, the enhanced cost of which is 
paid by the consumer. 

Itis claimed that the heavy duty on 
many articles is only nominally a tax, be- 
it excludes them and yields no 
revenue to the Government. But the tax 
is collected from consumers all the same 
by manufacturing pools which take ad- 
vantage of excluded competition to add 
the percentage of duty totheir selling 
prices. 


In this way not only does this tariff col- 


Cause 


$100,000,000 a year more than the Govern- 
ment needs, but if enables manufactur- 
ing corporations united in monopoly com- 
binations to collect from the labor of this 
country about four times as much of 
sheer down-right taxation as is collected 
for the Government. 

Hiow much of the enormous taxation 
thus collected from iabor is paid back in 
the form of wage increase due to tariff 
protection? statistics of 1880 
show that the total of wages paid by our 
manufactures was but 18 per cent of the 
value of their product. A_ protective 
tariff of 18 per vent would therefore cover 
the whole cost of the labor employed in 
our manufactures. But with taxes of 
from 50 to 150 per cent laid on what labor 
consumes of the manufactured articles, 
anybody can see that while labor pays 
the increased value and gets back only 
18 per cent of it, capital retains the re- 
mainder. How much labor is benefited 
by that sort of division was seen a few 
years ago when this whole country was 
filled with unemployed and half-starved 
laborers under this same tariff.

A Strange Danger. 


From the Boston Herala. 

It seerns almost like a return to the old laws 
against witchcrait when we read of the strict 
legal enactments which two leading European 
countries have already deemed it necessary 
to make concerning hypnotism. The reality 
of that strange mental and physical condition 
having been scientificaily establiseed, cases 
of its abuse have become frequent enough to 
cause stringent legislation againstit in France 
and Denmark. In France public exhibitions 
of hypnotism, or mesmerism, as it is more 
familiarly known, have been pro- 
hibited, and severe penalties have 
been enacted against the hypnotizing 
of one person by another, except the operator 
be a physician, and then only withthe written 
consent of the subject, and in the presence of 
another physician. The fact that, under the 
influence of what is called ‘‘hypnotic sug- 
gestion’’ one person may be made a passive 
instrument in the hands of another, abso- 
lutely unconscious and doing whatever the 
operator may will, is the reason for this. 
Elaborate and repeated scientific experiments 
have proven that a person may thus be made 
unconsciously to commit any manner of 
crime, so that one may be punished foran act 
of which he is morally innocent, while the 
real criminal remains secure. The hypnotized 
subject might even be made to commit suicide 
after his deed, and thus ail 
tracing its origin be removed,

Startling Mortality. 


The weekly report of the clerk of the Board 
of Health, made to-day, shows a startling in- 
crease in the death rate. For the week ending 
to-day the department issued 207 certificates 


for burial of people who died in the city dur- 
ing thattime. The subdivisions in the report 
show thatof that number there were 36 who 
died from the effects of diphthberia,19 of ptithis 
or consumption, 13 of pneumonia, 8 of typhoid 
fever,6 of typho-malurial troubles, 9 of dis- 
eases of the respiratory organs, 6of croup, 5 
of cancer, 9 of bronchitis, 7 of meningitis, 5 of 
nervous diseases 12 of congenital malformation, 
These were the main causes of death. The 
number that died by accident was swelled this 
week by the big explosion on Market street 
and aggrevated 17 deaths. There were 2 homi- 
cides, making the number of deaths by vio- 
lence 19. There were 42 more deaths this week 
than last week, and 36 morethan in the cor- 
responding week of last year. The death rate 
per thousand, calculating on a basis of 420,000 
population, was 25.63. Of the dead 28 were 
under | year of age and 29 over 60 years of age. 
The number of births reported during the 
weck was 219. 


Dog Checks fer 1888.

CONFESSIONAL BOXES. 


An Innovation in Worship Discussed in 
Trinity Episcopal Church. 


Ever since the Post-DispateH first an- 
nounced that an Advent Mission would 
be held among the city Episco- 
pal Churches by outside clergymen there 


has been much speculation as to the methods 
the visiting clergymen would employ. Those 
who are fearful of any advances 
toward high churchism have been especially 
vigilant, and the reportthat it was proposed 
to inaugurate the system of confessional 
boxes at Trinity Church set some by 
the ears. It was stated that the 
visiting clergymen would introduce them. 
The visitors who will conduct the mission are 
Fathers Osborne of Boston and Convers of 
Philadelphia. ‘‘Father'’ Benedict, rector of 
Trinity Church, was seen to-day and 
suid: ‘*Fathers Osborne and Convers 
have not communicated with me ubout con- 
fessional boxes at all. In fact they do not 
have them in their own churches. I men- 
tioned the matter of boxes to several members 
of the vestry, andIlam convinced they are 
one with me on the subject.

BUSINESS ADVERTISEMENTS. 


Gen, Vilas’ Ruling Gives Kise to Much 
Complaint From Merchants. 
By Telegraph to the Post-D1sPaTou. 
WASHINGTON, D.C,, November 5.—The Post- 
master-General’s rigid enforcement of the 
postal regulations nas called forth numerous 
complaints from many of the large business 
| houses in St. Louis, Philadelphia, New York, 
. Boston, Chicago and other large cities that 
have been in the habit of sending second, third 
and fourth-class matter through the United 


menton the outside. In the third assistant’s 
division of the Post-Office Depurtment there is 
a large pile of matter which js held for inade- 
adequate postage, which, prior to the 
construction placed upon the regnia- 
tions by Postmaster-General Vilas 
| passed through the wails unmolested, 
Gen. Vilas holds that undera strict interpre- 
tation of the jaw merchants and the public 
generaily are not permitted to display their 
names or businesa addresses either printed or 
written on any mail matter except that upon 
which the full letter rate of postage is paid. 
In one instanee, a book-seller in New York 
made a sale to a customer residing in New Or- 
leans, and the books were mailed as third- 
Class matter. In addition to the name and 
post-office address of the purchaser the 
dealer marked ‘‘ printed matter’’ with penand 
ink in one corner of the package, Acting 
under the Instructions of the department 
the Postmaster charged full letter rates for 
the package, which the purchaser refused to 
ay. There were a number of similar cases 
orwarded to the department as samples of 
the hardship under which the business com- 
munities suffer in this connection. Many per- 
sons who have patented taxes and labels for 
marking packages, have affixed their names 
to the sume, and it is claimed that the loss will 
be exceedingly heavy, unless they are per- 
mitted te use them. In view of this 
fact, the Postmaster-General has de- 
ciued that such tags and labels may be 
used on mail matter below class one, prov ded 
all traces of anything resembling a business 
advertisement are obliterated. Mr. Vilas 
Claims that he is obliged tq enforce the law as 
he finds it, and that any redress in this con- 
nection must come trom Congress. He will 
lay the subject before the President in his 
annual report on the postal affairs of the Gov- 
ernment.

WANTS AN ACCOUNTING. 


Stettaur Institutes Proceedings 
Against Several Firms. 


CHICAGO, November 5.—Charles Stettaur 
filed a bill for accounting in the Circult Court 
to-day against the Board of Trade firm of John 
T. Lester & Co., comprising Lester, Charles 
Schwartz, Samuel W. Allerton and Edward K. 
Willard. Stettaur alleges that in 1880 he com- 
menced doirg business with Lester & Co., 
of which the defendants were then members, 


Allerton being a special partner until 1881, 
when thefirm dissolved. During that period 
Willard was a member of the New York Stock 
Exchange, and the others were members of 
the Chicago Board of Trade. After the part- 
nership was dissolved in 1881, he says, 
Lester, Schwartz and Allerton went in 
partnership, Lester, in the meantime, 
having become a member of the New 
York Stock Exchange, This firm remained in 
business antil January, 1884, and during all 
that time acted as agents for complainant. 
The total amount of purchases made in Stet- 
taur’s behalf was $10,000,000, he says, on which 
he paid commissions, interest on money ad- 
vanced and margins, over $250,000. Stettaur 
says that all the transactions made on bis be- 
half were with persons totaily unknown to 
him, the accounts being kept by the defend- 
ants, who never made any detailed reports to 
him, although frequentiy requested so to do. 
He charges that the rm frequently 
neglected and fuiled to execute the orders 
given by him, but charged a commission for 
these orders as though fully carried out, and 
were paid forthe same. He therefore believes 
that a large part of the $250,000 paid by him 
was illevally collected, and in fact belonus to 
him, and therefore asks for an accounting. 
Mr. Stettaur filed a similar suit aga nst John 
M. Dwight and James F. Gillette, who acted 
as his azents from 1878 to 182, during which 
time they transacted $8,000,000 of business and 
collected about $150,000. He asks for an ac- 
counting with these gentlemen also.

ersons were drowned on the islands. At 
‘hick Lung, someten miles distant from Ye 
Ung Kong, thirty-two lives were lost and 
three passage boata sunk. The Island of Hoi 
Ling contains some thirty thousand inhabit- 
ants.

TEST OF THE WESTINGHOUSE AIR-BBAKE 
AS APPLIED TO FREIGHT CARS, 


A Train of Fifty Cars Going at a Speed of 


Forty Miles an Hour Stopped by a Twist 7 


of a Wrist—-Wondertul Improvements in 
the Braking Apparatus Withiu a Year— 
iesults of the Test—A Hand- Brake S*op 
—Departure of the Westinghouse Party. 


George Westinghouse, Jr., hus by no means 
completed his inventive career. His latest 
achievelisent bas set at naught much-lauded 
accomplishinents of inventors and opened a 
new ficid forthe application of the wonderful 
Westinghouse air-brake. When, a few years 
azo, he proposed to apply his brake to ral!way 
cars railroad men laughed athim. ‘‘Stop a 
car by wind!’’ they cried discouragingly. 
**Will you blow onthe car to stop it?’’ some 
One questioned, 
bver, tO pussenger cars, andits success is a 
matter ofgeneral knowledge. For some years 
after the brake had come into generat use on 
passenger Cars it was contended as an objec- 
tion to its use on freight cars that it was too 
expensive. Latterly, railroad men have come 
to believe that a practicable air-brake on 
freight cars wouid cause a great saving on 
such traflic in its ordinary course, and 
many great disasters might have been 
averted by use. A competitive test was 
arranged for Burlington, Ia., a year or more 
ago,of the various brakes in the market which 
had been adapted to freight cars and the 
Westinghouse, while showlng unquestioned 
superiority, also showed such defects that Mr. 
Westinghouse at once busied himself about its 
improvement. It was found that im handling a 
train of fifty cars seventeen seconds of time 
elapsed between the application of the brake 
in the engineer's cab and the closing ofthe 
brakes upon the car wheelsof the last car. At 
a high rate of speed this delay in 
the application of the power to the 
last cars allowed them to collide with 
the forward cars on which the power had been 
applied—thus jarring the whole train and 
throwing the contents of the cars violentiy 
against the forward end. It was necessary to 
reduce the time of the application of the 
power, and do it withoutelectricity. Railroad 
imen do not belicve in electricity, they do not 
consider it a power that can be depended upon 
in emer-sencies. The only avenue of success for 
Mr. Westinghouse lay in the perfection of the 
device which had been the foundation of his 
fortune. The improvement was accomplished 
by the invention of devices for which 
the inventor is now seeking obtain 
patents. On the completion of the first series 
of his experiments Mr. Westinghouse fitted a 
train of lity Pennsylvania standard cars with 


the brake, and sent the train to Burlington for 
utest. It was then found that he had

from 17 seconds to 5 seconds. Still, not satis- 
fied, he continued exper:menting untl the 
time was reduced tol 15-16 seconds, which is 
thoucht to be the practical minitnum, and 
which for all purposes amounts to instantan- 
eous application of the brake along the entire 
line of curs.

BEGINNING THE TESTS. 

When the passenger Conch s arrived atthe 
point indicated, the gentlemen left the train 
and took positions on either side of the north 
track on which the experiments were to be 
wade.

The tendency 
of the air in the auxill:aries is to apply the 
brakes and stop the car, and to aveid this a 
higher pressure tis maintained in the pipe 
which heads from the engine to the car-reser- 
voirs, wh.ch has‘a contrary effect When the 
engineer wishes to wake a slop he withdraws 
the pressure from the train ppe by 
allowing the air to escape and the auxil- 
liary reservoir of air acts upon the brakes 
applying them. The emergency stop ts 
made Dy allowing a larger volume of 
uir to escape from the engine eviinder 
and train pipe. The engime cock is 
opened very wide and very rapidly, the three 
way valve under the car moves its full length 
nilowing the air from the vuxillary reservoir 
tO run into the brake cylinder and from the 
train pipe into the same cylinder, giving 20 per 
cent more power than in the ordinary service 
stop and reducing the time of its applicatjon 
to the lust car of the train from seventeen sec- 
onds to two seconds.

FRIGHTENED PARTICIPANTS. 

The fourth test wus the thrilling one forthe 
spectators. It was un emergency stop with 
pxssengers abourd, the train to be moving at 
the rate of forty miles an hour when the brake 
isapplied. Twocurs inthe tront part of thi 
train, two in the middle, two atthe rear, had 
becu fitted w rith steps and seats. Into these the 
railroad men clambered. With the assistance 
of two extra envines the train was pulled back 
toa point opposite the Insane Asylum. A 
suddeu sturt threw a number of occupants of 
oue Cur into a gorner, and suggested to them 
the terrorsof a sudden stop with the train 
going pri viously at forty iiles an hour. so 
when 119 began pulling and the two extras 
pushing the train along at a lively rate there 
was holding on to the car projections with 
straining hands and hard-set teeth. The track 
Was rough and the cars swayed 
somewhat giving the occupants an 
impression that they weretraveling at a territic 
rate. They held firm, and the train having 
reached a speed of thirty- live miles an hour, 
passed the stoepping-post, where the brake 
wes applied, 502 feet, stupping im 17 seconds 
without the slightest jar to any of the 
curs. Those who

For the sixth test the hand-brakes were ap- 
plied by five strong brakemen. The engine 
passed the stopping post at Z2l42 miles an 
hour. The brakemen began appiying brakes 
a 1,000 feet above the stopping-post. The air 
brake was not used, andthe engine ran 2,115 
feet past the stopping-post, being stopped inl 
minute and 28 seconds. 

One strong point about the Westinghouse 
brake is, it the train breaks while in rapid 
motion the mere act of seperating the curs 
from each other applies the brakes 
and the rear sectiou stops. This 
was MSHllustrated in the seventh test 
yesterday. The train ran down toward the 
post at a speed of twenty-three miles an hour, 
a Coupling-pin about the middle of the train 
was drawn aud the engineer signaled. The 
brake was applied by the engineer to the front 
section, and automically to the rear section, 
both coming to a standstill. The space be- 
tween the sections when stopped was 61 feet. 

The last two tests were emergency stops, 
truins of twenty cars running ut twenty and 
forty miles an hour. The required twenty 
miles was obtained on the first of these exper!- 
nents, the stop being made in 109 feetin five 
and ahaif seconds. On tne last test the speed 
wus thirty-eivht miles, the stop being made 
in 877 feet and in eleven seconds. The last 
three tests were more appreciated by on- 
lookers, us the hand braketest had giventhem 
abasis of comparison. The entire exhibition 
was highly praised by allrailroad men present. 

The brake used was the standard brake ap- 
paratus and is intended for practical work on 
allfreight trains. It will do as well in actual 
service as in these tests.

BIDDERS WILL NUT BID. 


Curious Reason Why a Government Con- 


Bids were to be opened at 11 o'clock to-day 
for putting into a proper condition the room 
to be used as a postal depot In the basement 
of the Post-office building. Atthe bour indi- 
cated the Assistant Custodian was in his office 
but no bidders made their appearance, and 
censequently all work will have to be post- 
poned until further instructions shall be re- 
ceived from Washington. 

In order tu discover the cause cf this pecu- 


liar condition of affairs, a PostT-DISPATCH re- 
porter instituted inquiries among various Gov- 
ernment officials and learned that in many in- 
stances it had been found impossible to get 
bids from responsible parties on Government 
work. The reason given for this was that 
whenever a Government contract, especially 
a sinall one, was advertised, a number of 
bids were a received from men having 
no experience inthe kind of work required, 
but who thought that they would like to make 
a little money out oftheir usual line. These 
attempts generally proved disastrous, as the 
— were pearly universally below any made 
by men acquainted with the cost of the 
work to be done, and these amateur 
contractors never appeared auain as bid- 
ders. Those engaged in manufacturing 
articles used by the Government 
or whose workmen were skilled in the kind 
of work required, had become discouraved in 
making careful exam nations and estimates 
to no purpose and now decline to bid at ail, 
thus srequenty blocking the Government 
work and throwing great obstacies in the way 
of ite compietion, a8 was the case to-day. 
The Government officiala consider the system 
ot requiring advertisement for all small jobs 
responsible for this condition of affairs and 
belleve that ifsome discretion were ailowed 
the officers of the Government in permit 
them to give the work to the best men, & 
inconveniences would not arise.

‘lhe Modern Guillotine, 


From the New York Epoch 

The zuillotine was called by criminals 
the Abbaye de Monte-a-Regret, signifying 
thatit was an abbey which separated 
them from the world, and that they 
mounted its steps with regret. Heinde- 
reich, who was the headsman in 1872, had 
greatly improved the instrument. In- 
stead of a monster machine that it took 
three or four hours to put together, Hein- 
dereich reduced the gulllotine’§ to 
simplest expression aud such as _ it 
is to-day; two upr ee iron beams contain- 
ing two grooves on each inner side, one 
for the *‘lunette,”’ or kt, and the other 
for the trapeziform knife; a perpendicu- 


lar swinging plank rising to the level of |

At the right of this plank and leaning onto | 
a willow basket painted black and partly 


filled with bran is a board over which they 
slide the body after decapitation; to the 
left, two pails of carbonated water; in 
front, a sort of zinc tub into which the 
head falls.

IN THE OPEN AIR. 


A Man and Weman and Three Children 
Sleeping Out of Doors. 


For some time past a man and woman and 


three little children have been sleeping in the | 


open air in apassage-way adjoining the alley 
which runs between Valentine and Poplar 
gtreets in the block bounded by Main and 
Becond streets. One of the children 
is a babe in arms, the other two 
are about 4 and 6 years old respectively. 


The surroundings are of the most dismal char- 
acter, tumbie-down buildings on every side 
divided up into little square rooms occupied 
principally by negroes. The little court is 
crossed and recrossed by ciothes-lines under 
which a man of ordinary size would stoop. 
P. F. Franz is the name the man gives. 
He is u% sorry. sight. His hands 
and. feet are swollen with rheumatism 
and his face Is sallow and bDilious. His 
clothing is of a uniform dirt color. The 
little ones run around dirty and unkempt, In 
thin clotiiing rentinto tatters. Franz claims 
that his i!iness hus prevented him from work- 
ing for the pasttwo years. During that time 
his wife hus done w shing and he has cared 
forthe childr n. Recently he was turned out 
of his little room by his landlord,a clothing 
man on Second street, named Goldman. 
He claims that he was turned out 
without cuuse, but Goldman’s wife says 
that he wxs ejected for non-payment 
ofrent. Sincehis ej -ctment Franz and his 
family have been sleeping in the open air until 
lust night, when they were taken ip by a Mrs. 
Fritch, Uving in a neighboring alley. The po- 
lice suy that he drinks and never pays rent. 
He has a son who isa bootblack and who oon- 
tributes to his parents’ support. He has an- 
other son who is a fireman onthe Mobile & 
Ohio and who nevercomes neuar his parents. 
The case will be reported to the police that 
the children may be cared for.
